Law Requires Good 
Lights on All Cars 


_ The highway laws of every one of 
the nine provinces of Canada require 
two headlights for illumination of the 
road in front of each motor vehicle, 
and one tail light. In most provinces 
the power of the head lamps must be 
sufficient to make objects clearly dis- 
cernible at least 200 feet in front of 
the car. Quebec requires 100 feet of 
illumination, and New Brunswick “a 
reasonable distance”. . 

The point is, that irrespective of 
the variations in the law among the 
several provinces they all require two 
good headlights which must both be 
in operation when the motor car is on 
thie highway after dusk or before 
dawn, or when light or atmospheric 
conditions at other times of the day 


lamps which have been in use all win- 
ter need replacing, and with the ad- 
vent of spring and much heavier traf- 
fic on the highways at night the wise 
motorist has his lights checked. He 
takes the precaution to replace all 
lamps which are black or partly burn- 
ed out, and has the reflectors of his 
headlights cleaned, The patriotic 
motorist always makes sure that the 
automobile lamps he buys are made 
in Canada. 

” Another safety measure to the pub- 
lic is the annual registration of all 
motor vehicles in operation on the 
public thoroughfares. The license 
plates identify the car. Of interest 
in this connection ‘are the’ colors of 
the license plates for the cars regis- 
tered in the respective provinces. The 
following is the description of the 
1940 plates, giving color of the num- 
erals in each case first, followed by 
the color of the background of the 
marker: Nova Scotia, white on black; 
Prince Edward Island, white on 
black; New. Brunswick, yellow on 
dark green; Quebec, white on black; 
Ontario, black on yellow; Manitoba, 
white on light green; Saskatchewan, 
red on white; Alberta, black on or- 
ange; British Columbia, yellow on 
black.

"Teime of seeding trials for crested 


Seeding trials are made in the early 
fall and the early and late 
Barly fall refers to the first 


early part of June. 

Fall seedings have given better re- 
sults than spring seedings in all of 
the trials. There is little preference 
in early and late fall seedings as far 
as the stands of grass secured are 
concerned. Late fall seedings are 
generally as good as the early fall 
seedings by the start of the second 
season’s growth. It may be prefer- 
able to seed in the early falt and 
avoid the risk of an early freeze-up. 
When grasshoppers are present in the 
fall it is advisable to withhold seed- 
ing until November 1st. To date, no 
winter damage has been noticed to 
the seedlings. 

As seedings made in the spring de- 
pend entirely upon spring precipita- 
tion for their moisture supply, it is 
éssential that the seeding be com- 
pleted early so that the seedlings will 
receive full benefit of any moisture 
that falls. Wherever possible, seed- 
ing should be completed by the middle 
of April. Seeding after the first of 
May is inadvisable as too often the 
early summer drought kills the young

Deficiencies must 
be made good by manure and com- 
mercial fertilizers. 

Plant food is distributed through- 
out the soil, and the plant roots can- 
not contact nearly all of it. Second- 
ly, there is no assurance of a contin- 
uous, adequate supply of moisture; 
and moisture shortage reduces up- 
take of plant food.

Soils showing low leveis of avail- 
able plant food must be built up with 
adequate amounts of the right fertil- 
izer properly placed in the soil in re- 
lation to the plants. In applying fer- 
tilizer for tomatoes thorough nour- 
ishment of the crop is the firgt con- 
sideration. A. soil analysis should not 
serve merely to weigh out just 
enough plant food for a given crop. 
Its real. purpose is to reveal soil de- 
ficiencies and correct them. This 
means that the soil should show, on 
analysis, reasonable amounts of avail- 
able plant food after the crop has 
been harvested. — 

This point is important and indi- 
cates the only way to discover whe- 
ther the crop has had all the plant 
food it could use during the season. 


If the soil shows a shortage of even | 


one plant nutrient at the end of the 
season, then it lacked the means to
